Ellsberg mistrial revealed 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The judge in 


the Pentagon papers trial says he will 
declare a mistrial, dismiss the current 
jury and select a new panel. 


U.S. District Court Judge Matt Byrne 


announced his surprising decision 
Friday less than two hours after 
receiving word that the 9th Circuit U.S. 
Court of Appeals in San Francisco said 
it would be "foolish" to proceed with the 
current jury. 


Byrne said he would issue his official 


ruling Monday, when defendant Daniel 
Ellsberg could be present. 


Codefendant Anthony Russo was on 


hand for Friday's session but Ellsberg's 
attorney said he could not contact the 
former Rand Corp. employe in time for 
the hurriedly called session. 


Russo said after Byrne's statement 


that the mistrial decision signified a 
"great victory" for him and Ellsberg. 
"With a new jury, I think we'll have 
much better chances," he said. 


The trial had been in limbo for four 


months while the defense appealed the 
government's use of wiretap informa- 
tion and alleged partiapity of the jury. 


"I am anxious to go to trial," Russo 


said. "But I don't want anv shadows cast 


over this trial. 1 want it to be a fair trial." 


Byrne said he would ask Ellsberg and 


Russo to swear again that they waive all 
rights to double jeopardy through the 
mistrial. Both have agreed previously to 
such a provision. 


Byrne, who said last week that he felt 


the 12-member jury selected last August 
had remained impartial, reported that 
he was not in full agreement with the 
appellate court's recommendation. 


"However, in view of the language in 


the order of the court of appeals ... I 
believe the court of appeals is advising 
that there is a substantial danger that a 


case tried by this jury might be dis- 
turbed on appeal..." 


The judge said he went along with the 


recommendation because of the poten- 
tial cost to taxpayers. 


Defense attorney H. Peter Young said 


it could cost taxpayers $1 million to 
proceed with the original trial. 


The trial had been scheduled to 


proceed next Tuesday on charges that 
Ellsberg, 41, and Russo, 35, are guilty of 
espionage, conspiracy and theft in con- 
nection with the leak in 1971 of top- 
secret documents on the Vietnam war 
to the news media. 
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U.N. vote 
hits Israel 
occupation 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) — 


Egypt and nonaligned countries have 
won their biggest U.N. vote yet against 
Israeli occupation of Arab land, but-its 
effect on settling the Middle East dis- 
pute is uncertain. 


The General Assembly adopted the 


nonaligned countries' resolution late 
Friday, inviting states "to avoid actions, 
including actions in the field of aid, that 
could constitute recognition" of the 
occupation. 


The vote for the 19-nation proposal 


was 86-7 with 31 abstentions—com- 
pared to a 79-7 vote with 36 abstentions 
last year when a shorter and milder 
Middle East resolution was being con- 
sidered. 


Some observers speculated that the 


new resolution could be used by Egypt 
to stem demands by those pressing for 
war with Israel and thereby gain time 
for an eventual settlement. 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tekoah 


told the assembly Israel would not be 
"engulfed by numbers" and would treat 
the new resolution "in a matter befitting 
a spurious document." Tekoah called 
for an IsraeliArab dialogue to settle 
their differences. 


U.S. Ambassador George Bush made 


it clear the United States would not cut 
off aid to Israel, in which it leads the 
world. 


The United States abstained from 


voting on Friday's resolution after the 
Assembly defeated 65-24, with 34 abs- 
tensions, its bid for a separate vote on 
the reference to aid. 


Bush said the new resolution, "upset 


the careful balance" of the 1967 Security 
Council decision and the assembly 
could not expect that it would establish 
a new basis for peace in the Middle East. 


The 1967 resolution calls for Israeli 


withdrawal from occupied territories 
and recognition of the sovereignty of all 
Middle East States within secure 
borders. 


In another development Friday, the 


United States admitted defeat for its 
plan to have the world organization 
take action against international 
terrorism. 


U.S. Ambassador W. Tapley Bennett 


Jr. declared he supported a compromise 
resolution asking the International Law 
Commission to prepare an antiterrorist 
treaty "as soon as practical." 


Bennett had denounced an Arab- 


backed resolution as nothing but "a 
prescription for talks." The measure 
calls for a study of the underlying causes 
of terrorism. However, this is given the 
best chance for approval when it comes 
to a vote Monday.

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — 


Three astronauts turned 'sleepy heads" 
awoke today for final dress rehearsal of 
man's last planned visit to the moon It 
took nine calls from earth and a triple 
play of a college fight song to get them 
up—an hour and four minutes late. 


"We're asleep," was the first response 


from Apollo 17's Eugene A. Cernan, 
Harrison H. Schmitt and Ronald E. 
Evans to the persistent efforts to rouse 
them. 


"That's the understatement of the 


year," said Mission Control's Gordon 
Fullerton. 


"That was some party last night. Man 
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what a humdinger." replied Cernan, 
commander of the flight, which will 
arrive in lunar orbit Sunday for a Mon- 
day touchdown on the moon. 


"Never let Evans on watch," Cernan 


went on 


Evans was responsible for receiving 


the morning wakeup, which started 
with a rendition of the Jayhawk fighting 
song of the University of Kansas, his 
alma mater 


Mission Control played the song two 


more times during the next hour, made 
seven verbal calls, used a buzzer once 
and finally sent a screeching signal 
through the spacecraft 


"Eventually we may gei these 


sleepyheads awake." Mission Control 
said at one point, theorizing the com- 
munication ear plug may have slipped 
from Evans" ear 


The rehearsal routine was a familiar 


one for the three astronauts, donning 
space suits, activating switches and

WASHINGTON (AP) —The prophet-

CHICAGO (AP) — A specialist team 


of federal safety investigators worked 
through dawn today to reconstruct the 
final moments of a United Air Lines 
flight which crashed in a residential 
area on its approach to Midway Airport, 
killing most of its passengers. 


The Cook County morgue reported 45 


bodies counted by mid-morning. A 
hospital said 18 survivors were admit- 
ted for treatment 


Among the victims identified was 


Rep. George W Collins. D 111 Michelle 
Clark, a CBS television news corres- 
pondent, was among those tentatively 
identified at the morgue 


The plane 
was at her 
front door 


CHICAGO (AP) —Lying on her living 


room couch, Cindy Sladewski heard a 
jet plane approaching, apparently glid- 
ing in for a landing at Midway Airport a 
half-mile away. 


"I said to myself, "That's low That's 


real low. My God1 That's low!'" Mrs. 
Sladewski said after a Boeing 737 had 
sliced through her house, leaving only 
one wall intact. 


The Friday afternoon crash took the 
lives ot 45 persons. Eighteen person^ 
iwere taken to hospitals for treatment 


There were no reports of any ot 


cupants of the houses being killed. 


Few people were at home in this 


working class neighborhood occupied 
primarily by descendents of Eastern 
European immigrants. Husbands wen- 
at work and children were just coming 
home from school 


"Then I heard crashes," Mrs 


Sladewski said, "like metal clashing 
into concrete. Then the house jumped ' 


The plane destroyed two bn< k bun- 


galows Four others were br\«'iel\ 
damaged by the crash and resulting 
fire.s. 


"I really don't know how I tarn'-out of 


it alive. I crawled out of the w i <•< kage. I 
couldn't make it to the front door 
because there was plane all o\ <-r there."

It was not learned if any of the

provide valuable information about the 
crackup. 


The log book kept by the pilot, W. L. 


Whitehouse of Springfield, Va., believed 
among the dead, was found by one of the 
hundreds of Chicago firemen who 
rushed to the scene after the crash 
ignited blazes in several homes on W. 
70th Place 


A United Airlines spokesman said the 


plane. Flight 553 enroute from 
Washington to Omaha, Neb., with a 
stop in Chicago, had a 500-foot ceiling 
and one mile of visibility at Midway. 


The Federal Aviation Administration 


control facility at Aurora reported no 
irregularities in the conversation 
between Flight 553 and the Midway 
tower during the flight approach. 


The airliner missed the airport by a 


half mile and plummeted down in a 
neighborhood of tidy, closely built 
bungalows It skimmed over one roof 
and slammed through five other houses. 
The plane split and most of the victims 
were in the right side A tail section 
extended from one house and the shat- 
tered nose rammed through a home and 
came to rest in an alley 


The plane departed Washington at 


140pm EST and was due at Midway at 
3 31 p.m EST. 


A clock in one of the crumbled homes 


was stopped at 3:29 p.m. EST. Midway 
tower reported it lost sight of the plane 
on its radar at 3.28 p.m. 


At least 20 persons resided in the 


section of homes sheared by the jet, but 
many of the wives and husbands were 
either working or en route to schools to 
pick up children. 


Marvin Anderson, a survivor treated 


and released from Holy Cross Hospital, 
said he sensed something was wrong 
when the pilot said the plane was about 
to land but Anderson could "see we 
were nowhere near the airport " 


Anderson said the pilot revved the 


engines in what Anderson thought was 
a "hopeless effort to abort the landing." 


"Only about five seconds after the 


engines were revved the plane went into 
a stall, the nose of the plane went up and 
the tail went down ... Then the tail hit a 
building and we crashed. But it seemed 
to me the landing was smooth," An- 
derson said. 


"I don't remember any real panic in 


the plane," he added. "I heard some 
screaming but I can't remember much 
noise I could have blacked out." 


"I looked around and I may have been 


dreaming but I saw a stewardess at the 
rear exit and people walking out. So I 
Kot up and walked out of the plane," 
Anderson said. 


A Boeing spokesman said this was the 


first crash of a twin-jet 737 in which 
there were any fatalities. The 737 was 
noun first in May 1968 The 94-pas- 
scnger plane is used by 37 airlines 
around the world and more than 300 are 
in use 


Dunbar of the NTSB said it might be 


a month before the cause of the crash is 
determined Another federal official 
said the safety investigators are looking 
into unconfirmed reports that the jet 
received misinformation during its final 
approach.

rushed to the scene to aid in rescue 
activities.

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Alliance hits policies 
of council on justice 


NEENAH—If the Wisconsin Council 


on Criminal Justice passes its $11.5 
million budget Monday, it'll be over the 
strong objections of the Alliance of 
Cities. 


The lack of local input into the bud- 


get —which is financed through federal 
funds — and the surprise release of the 
342-page document a week ago has 
irked the alliance and members were 
urged to appear in person Monday 
when the council is scheduled to act on 
the budget. 


It was Milwaukee who brought the 


issue to the alliance meeting Friday. 
George Wittow, fiscal liaison director, 
and William Carey, of his department, 
explained that the federal law, es- 
tablishing the funding, is specific in 
calling for local input into the annual 
program. 


Both charged that Walter Kelly, 


council director, was "forcing his own 
philosophies on the local municipali- 
ties. We feel that the local units are 
better able to determine their needs," 
Carey pointed out. 


He also pointed to $1.6 million in the 


budget being earmarked for defender 


services while only $256,000 was being 
spent on prosecution. "There appears 
to be an inbalance there," Carey said. 


Whittow was adamant in insisting 


that "we don't need three social 
workers for each policeman. They've 
changed the whole program from 
hardware to social programs," he 
charged. 


Roger Schneider, Sheboygan mayor, 


citing a tieup in red tape which resulted 
in canceling a program there this year, 
and a representative from Green Bay 
called for looking deeper than just the 
budget. "I think we should take a look 
at the whole structure," Schneider said. 


Dan Vande Hey, who is acting state 


planner for the entire program, agreed 


that some revamping might be needed. 
"I can understand the frustration on 
the local level" he said, promising that 
with the appointment of regional com- 
missions, local input would be back in 
1973. 


"The law enforcement assistance ad- 


ministration (LEAA) says that 75 per 
cent of the funds must go to the local 
level and this can't be changed unless 
the local level signs off — so you do 
have control," he said. 


Obviously irked and fired up by the 


debate, the alliance members passed a 
resolution calling for a delay in passing 
the budget and strongly urged each of 
its members to be on hand Monday 
when the council is scheduled to meet.

Cooperative purchasing idea 
gaining among state cities 


UW, VTAE facilities sharing plan 
for 2 cities approved by regents 


MILWAUKEE (AP) —The University 


of Wisconsin and the state Vocational, 
Technical and Adult Education (VTAE) 
system would "double up" to share 
already existing facilities in Rice Lake 
and Fond du Lac under a plan approved 
Friday by the UW Board of Regents. 


The board, meeting at the UW cam- 


pus here, also agreed not to seek a 
second state law school at this time, 
preferring instead to maintain and 
promote growth of the present Madison 
campus law school. 


The VTAE board must still approve 


the building-sharing plan, which was 
offered as an alternative to suggestions 
that UW close the low population, 
two-year centers and turn the physical 
facilities over to the vocational system. 


Regent Bertram N. McNamara, Mil- 


waukee, who worked on a committee 
studying the proposal, said the two UW 
centers have'-too few students for 
available space, while the voc centers 
are short of space. 


He said the pilot program, pegged for 


three years, could lead to wider-ranging 
cooperation between the two systems. 


Other regents said the plan 


represented a stepping-stone to more 
complete cooperation between the two 
state systems of higher education. 


The plan also included: Coordinating 


of curricula so course overlapping is 
eliminated; lowering the UW fee 
schedule on the two campuses to 
parallel the vocational system fee guide, 
and complete sharing of all physical 
facilities on an equal basis. 


The VTAE board has not made a 


recommendation on the plan. 


McNamara said another proposal 


before the four-man committee—a total 
merger of the UW and vocational 
systems—was not realistic because the 
legislature, not regents, has the power 
to make such a decision. 


But "if we fail in this cooperative 


venture," he said, "we will be faced with 
possible legislative action that will 
make the decision for us. We may then 
end up with a super board of education 
over all of higher education in the 
state." 


In deciding not to pursue a second law 


school, the board accepted the sugges- 
tion of UW President John C. Weaver. 


Weaver based his recommendation 


on a recent study committee report 
which concluded that while demand for 
legal education was growing, it was not 
sufficient to justify another public law 
school. 


Weaver said legal education would 


not be neglected, and promised strong 
efforts at obtaining more money from 
the legislature so the Madison law 
school may maintain high academic 
standards. 


The regents named Joseph W. Wiley, 


38, as new assistant to the president of 
the UW system with responsibility for 
equal employment opportunities for 
minorities. 


Wiley will work under Weaver's 


direction, helping develop programs to 
assure quality employment for minority 
groups within the UW system. 


UW regents also: 


—Referred back to the council of 


chancellors a proposal for systemwide 
visitation rules in university dormit- 
ories. Regents asked chancellors to 
prepare a plan for their January meeting 
which takes into consideration the 
independence of each campus. 


—Commended UW-Superior Chan- 


cellor Karl Meyer for his handling of a 
"potentially dangerous" racial situation 
on his campus late last month.

The program received the strong 


endorsement of William Beyer, alliance 
executive secretary who suggested that 
the next commodity to be purchased 
jointly should be tires for municipal 
fleets. 


The paint purchase program which 


includes several municipalities from 
Milwaukee to Green Bay, involved 
DLAD drawing specifications and the 
bidding procedure handled through 
Milwaukee which already has con- 
ducted a test to determine the 
municipal needs.

"Now, they have started to sell the 


old vehicles at auctions and are realiz- 
ing more money than they did on 
trade-ins," Hassler pointed out. 


He also cited examples in Wisconsin, 


such as in Milwaukee where 19 school 
districts and 19 municipalities have 
cooperated on purchasing and the 
school districts realized savings of 7 to 
20 per cent. 


"In buying gasoline, the price ranged 


from 11.09 cents a gallon to 28.5 cents a 
gallon, a 257 per cent difference," 
Hassler noted, adding that through a 
joint program all municipalities could 
get the lowest price. 


"The aim of our program is to en- 


courage a more scientific approach to 
purchasing," he said, adding that the 
department could have a manual ready 
for distribution sometime in 1973. 


"One of the reasons for the lack of 


joint purchasing is a lack of informa- 
tion. For that reason we're scheduling 
seminars and the first one is going to be 
in Appleton on Feb. 8," he explained. 


Hassler said a "state clearing house

MADISON, Wis. (AP) — The En- 


vironmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
has been asked to give the Wisconsin 
Department of Natural Resources 
interim authority to issue waste 
discharge permits under the new federa 1 
water pollution control law. 


The state Board of Natural Resources 


made that request Friday and also asked 
that the DNR be given wider latitude in 
deciding how to prosecute polluters 
while procedures are worked out. 


The new law authorizes the EPA, 


while retaining veto power, to permit 
state agencies to issue permits if the 
state's regulations meet the federal 
agency's standards. 


Dischargers were required under the 


old law to provide equipment which 
would keep their discharge from 
reducing the quality of the water into 
which it went, while the new law is 
aimed at raising the quality of the 
effluent. 


Oliver Williams, assistant adminis- 


trator of the state Division of Environ- 
mental Protection, said fulfillment of 
the board's second request was needed 
to spell out the department's authority 
in extending deadlines for a few 
dischargers. 


The board approved a set of regulat- 


ions which are designed to force indus- 
trial dischargers to help pay the cost of 
monitoring air and water quality, des- 
pite a dispute over the definition of 
"person" in the rules. 


The rules include a register of toxic 


and hazardous substances along with a 
fee schedule ranging from $5 to $10,000 
which would take effect if more than a 
designated minimum amount were 
discharged. Each "person" affected 
would also be required to pay a $50 
administrative fee. 


Harold Jordahl of Madison voted 


against adoption of the regulations 
because he said the definition of "per- 
son" would allow a company with 
several plants to pay a single fee. 


Richard Stream of Sturgeon Bay, 


chairman of the board's Environmental 
Quality Committee, said new legisla- 
tion was need to clarify the language,

Brittle bones often 
cause falls in aged 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Many elderly 


people fall and break a hip. From left- 
handed information, "they say" some- 
times the hip breaks and they fall. 
Would you like to comment? — Mrs. 
J.F.M. 


That's one of the "they say" stones 


that happens to be true. 


Of course a good many broken hips 


are the result of a fall, but in a con- 
siderable number of other cases a 
broken hip causes the fall, instead of 
the fall causing the broken hip. 


Time after time in such cases, the 


patient says he (or she) doesn't know 
why he fell. He didn't slip, didn't stum- 
ble He just fell down and that was it. 


The reason is that, as we grow older, 


our bones tend to become brittle and 
lose density. The hips bear a substantial 
part of our weight, and when enough 
strength is lost in the bone, it can crack 
as the result of a slight minor 
movement — or even crack with no 
added pressure at all. 


How to avoid this? Well, our bones 


are made up of what we call a "matrix," 
or sort of honeycomb-like structure. 
The spaces are filled substantially with 
calcium which gives the bones their 
strength and density. 


Day by day, cell by cell, the bones 


give up this calcium and replace it with 
fresh calcium atoms. But in some cases 
the calcium is lost faster than it is 
replaced. The bones weaken The loss 
of density shows on X ray, the rays 
passing more readily through the 
bones. 


Some bnttleness is to be expected as 


we age, but in other cases a disease, 
osteoporosis, is at work. The research 
people have found out some things, 
although not as much as they want and 
need to learn, about the disease. The 
exact cause has not yet been deter- 
mined, although some of the factors are 
known 


Lack of protein, lack of calcium, 


hormone changes and lack of exercise 
are involved. 


Osteoporosis does not develop 


quickly, and it cannot be overcome 
quickly, but making sure that the diet 
contains 
adequate 
protein 
and 


adequate calcium is the first step in 
treatment. 


Since women are more likely to 


develop osteoporosis in the years after 
menopause, 
it is 
assumed 
that 


menopausal changes in the hormone 
levels have something to do with it. 
Therefore administration of hormones 
is another part of treatment. 


Finally, bones gain strength with use, 


lose it with insufficient exercise. In that 
sense, bones are like muscles. If you 
don't use them, they become weaker. 


So far as medicine goes for os- 


teoporosis, little has been discovered 
other than hormones. However, some 
physicians believe small doses of 
fluoride may help the hardness. 


The ways to prevent osteoporosis are 


much the same as the treatment to 
overcome it: Diet that contains plenty 
of protein (meat, fish, fowl, cheese, 
eggs, mainly) and plenty of calcium 
(milk and dairy products are an outs- 
tanding source). 


And exercise. That doesn't mean that 


the elderly person with osteoporosis 
should plunge into strenuous exercise. 
It does mean staying active. Do more 
walking and less sitting, and it helps the 
bones retain strength.

Alliance hits policies 
of council on justice

NEENAH — If the Wisconsin Council 


on Criminal Justice passes its $11.5 
million budget Monday, it'll be over the 
strong objections of the Alliance of 
Cities. 


The lack of local input into the bud- 


get —which is financed through federal 
funds —and the surprise release of the 
342-page document a week ago has 
irked the alliance and members were 
urged to appear in person Monday 
when the council is scheduled to act on 
the budget. 


It was Milwaukee who brought the 


issue to the alliance meeting Friday. 
George Wittow, fiscal liaison director, 
and William Carey, of his department, 
explained that the federal law, es- 
tablishing the funding, is specific in 
calling for local input into the annual 
program. 


Both charged that Walter Kelly, 


council director, was "forcing his own 
philosophies on the local municipali- 
ties. We feel that the local units are 
better able to determine their needs," 
Carey pointed out. 


He also pointed to $1.6 million in the 


budget being earmarked for defender 
services while only $256,000 was being 
spent on prosecution. "There appears 
to be an inbalance there," Carey said. 


Whitlow was adamant in insisting 


that "we don't need three social 
workers for each policeman. They've 
changed the whole program from 
hardware to social programs," he 
charged. 


Roger Schneider, Sheboygan mayor, 


citing a tieup in red tape which resulted 
in canceling a program there this year, 
and a representative from Green Bay 
called for looking deeper than just the 
budget. "I think we should take a look 


at the whole structure," Schneider said. 


Dan Vande Hey, who is acting state 


planner for the entire program, agreed 
that some revamping might be needed. 
"I can understand the frustration on 
the local level" he said, promising that 
with the appointment of regional com- 
missions, local input would be back in 
1973. 


"The law enforcement assistance ad- 


ministration (LEAA) says that 75 per 
cent of the funds must go to the local 
level and this can't be changed unless 
the local level signs off — so you do 
have control," he said. 


Obviously irked and fired up by the 


debate, the alliance members passed a 
resolution calling for a delay in passing 
the budget and strongly urged each of 
its members to be on hand Monday 
when the council is scheduled to meet. 


Cooperative purchasing idea 
gaining among state cities

: NEENAH —Cooperative purchasing 
between municipalities has met with a 
lot of success and there appears to be a 
growing number of Wisconsin govern- 
.mental units who will be getting 
together to stretch the tax dollar. 
~ Donald Hassler, Neenah, head of the 
Department of Local Affairs 
and 


Development (DLAD) 
cooperative 


purchasing program, had an attentive 
audience here Friday as he spoke to the 
Wisconsin Alliance of Cities. 


"A dollar saved is a dollar less on the 


tax levy," Hassler said; urging the 
leaders of Wisconsin's 16 largest cities 
to get into the program which he's 
trying to develop. 


Results of an experiment in coopera- 


tive purchasing organized by Hassler — 
a joint purchase of traffic paint will be 
known in a couple of weeks when bids 
are opened. 


Hassler predicts that municipalities 


may be able to save as much as a dollar 
a gallon on the $46,000 purchase. 


The program received the strong 


endorsement of William Beyer, alliance 
executive secretary who suggested that 
the next commodity to be purchased 
jointly should be tires for municipal 
fleets. 


The paint purchase program which 


includes several municipalities from 
Milwaukee to Green Bay, involved 
DLAD drawing specifications and the 
bidding procedure handled through 
Milwaukee which already has con- 
ducted a test to determine 
the 


municipal needs. 


Prior to this, some municipalities had 


purchased paint through the State of 
Wisconsin, but this year the state 
switched to a hot paint application so 
municipalities had to go it alone. 


Although it's a small item in most 


municipal budgets, Hassler hopes to be 
able to document cash savings and 
expand to other commodities. 


Cooperative purchasing is nothing 


new. Hassler pointed out that as far 
back as 1931, Hamilton County, Ohio, 
started it and within the first 18 months 
documented cash savings of $400,000, 
or about 14 per cent. 


Since then, others have developed 


nationwide and in Hennepin County, 
Minn., 49 municipalities have joined. 
Example of costs savings: in purchase 
of 112 automobiles, savings ranging 
from $100 to $700 per vehicle were 
recorded. 


"Now, 
they have started to sell the 


old vehicles at auctions and are realiz- 
ing more money than they did on 
trade-ins," Hassler pointed out. 


He also cited examples in Wisconsin, 


such as in Milwaukee where 19 school 
districts and 19 municipalities have 
cooperated on purchasing and the 
school districts realized savings of 7 to 
20 per cent. 


"In buying gasoline, the price ranged 


from 11.09 cents a gallon to 28.5 cents a 
gallon, a 257 per cent difference," 
Hassler noted, adding that through a 
joint program all municipalities could 
get the lowest price. 


"The aim of our program is to en- 


courage a more scientific approach to 


purchasing," he said, adding that the 
department could have a manual ready 
for distribution sometime in 1973. 


"One of the reasons for the lack of 


joint purchasing is a lack of informa- 
tion. For that reason we're scheduling 
seminars and the first one is going to be 
in Appleton on Feb. 8," he explained. 


Hassler said a "state clearing house 


for purchasing information is going to 
be established" in Madison. It'll offer a 
bank of information for purchasing 
data and "the dissemination of info?- 
mation will be done on request, free of 
charge." 


He also plans an area and regional 


approach by trying to get municipali- 
ties together to purchase together. 


"We know there are roadblocks, but 


most of them are imaginery — not real. 
The first step is to get together and 
discuss the problem. And then develop 
specifications to meet everyone's needs 
and then pick a commodity. 


"There's a savings in volume buying 


and everybody wins. You win by doing 
a better job; the supplier wins by going 
into larger volumes, and the taxpayer 
wins by getting more value for the tax 
dollar," he said.

UW, VTAE facilities sharing plan 
for 2 cities approved by regents 


MILWAUKEE (AP) —The University 


of Wisconsin and the state Vocational, 
Technical and Adult Education (VTAE) 
system would "double up" to share 
already existing facilities in Rice Lake 
and Fond du Lac under a plan approved 
Friday by the UW Board of Regents. 


The board, meeting at the UW cam- 


pus here, also agreed not to seek a 
second state law school at this time, 
preferring instead to maintain and 
promote growth of the present Madison 
campus law school. 


The VTAE board must still approve 


the building-sharing plan, which was 
offered as an alternative to suggestions 
that UW close the low population, 
two-year centers and turn the physical 
facilities over to the vocational system. 


Regent Bertram N. McNamara, Mil- 


waukee, who worked on a committee 
studying the proposal, said the two UW 
centers have too few students for 
available space, while the voc centers 
are short of space. 


He said the pilot program, pegged for 


three years, could lead to wider-run jjinjj 
cooperation between the two systems. 


Other regents said the p l a n 


represented a stepping-stone to more 
complete cooperation between the two 
state systems of higher education. 


The plan also included: Coordinating 


of curricula so course overlapping is 
eliminated: lowering the UW fee 
schedule on the two campuses to 
parallel the vocational system fee guide, 
and complete sharing of all physical 
facilities on an equal basis. 


The VTAE board has not mad'1 a 


recommendation on the plan. 


McNamara said another proposal 


before the four-man committee—a total 
merger of the UW and vocational 
systems— was not realistic because tin- 
legislature, not regents, has the power 
to make such a d"rision. 


But "if we fail in this cooperative 


venture," he said, "we will be faced with 
possible legislative action that will 
make the decision for us. We may then 
end up with a super board of education 
over all of higher education in tin- 
state." 


In deciding not to pursue a second law 


school, the board accepted the sugges- 
tion of UW President John C. Weaver. 


Weaver based his recommendation 


on a recent study committee report 
which concluded that while demand for 
legal education was growing, it was not 
sufficient to justify another public law 
school. 


Weaver said legal education would 


not be neglected, and promised strong 
efforts at obtaining more money from 
the legislature, so the Madison law 
school may maintain high academic- 
standards.

'Banned' priest 
in S. Africa to 
get some cheer 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 


(AP) —Roman Catholic faithful plan to 
sing Christmas carols outside the home 
of the Rev. Cosmas Desmond, 36, a 
priest who had been "banned" since 
June 1971. 


They also will arrange delivery of a 


Christmas pudding Dec. 25 to the house 
where he lives under a modified form of 
arrest. 


The government is not obliged to give 


any reason for banning persons. The 
crackdown on Father Desmond 
followed publication of his book "The 
Discarded People," which was critical of 
the way the government carried out 
resettlement of nonwhites who had 
been declared superfluous and moved 
from white areas. 


Under banning orders, the person 


named usually is confined to his home 
from dusk to dawn and most of the 
weekends. Only his parents or a doctor 
can visit him during these hours. 


Last June, Father Desmond defied the 


restriction to preach at Sunday services 
and take Communion. Newspapers 
were unable to print his sermons 
because a banned person must not be 
quoted. Later, the government relaxed 
the order, making it legal for Father 
Desmond to attend church on Sundays^ 


No charge has been brought against 


Father Desmond. A banning order nor- 
mally runs five years, but the govern- 
ment has power to renew it

Catholic bishop of Brooklyn. "These 
remnants of St. Nicholas belong to all 
humanity."

crucifix." said Archbishop lakovos, the 
Greek Orthodox primate of North and 
South America. 


St. Nicholas was the bishop of Myra in 


Asia Minor in the fourth century. Wes- 
tern Christians brought his remains to 
Bari after the great schism in the church 
in 1054.

Most of the relics remain sealed in a 


vault in Bari, but the bishop there

Fee schedule 


The monitoring information will, in 


effect, be used to finance enforcement 
of the pollution orders, officials 
explained.

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New London officials 
pledge stern action 
against snowmobilers 


NEW LONDON — The city's snow- 


mobile ordinance will be enforced 
strictly by the police department, Chief 
Jack Algiers said this week, and youth- 
ful offenders will be referred to juvenile 
courts if the problems caused by the 
young drivers don't cease. 


Algiers said that "95 per cent of the 


complaints we get (on snowmobiles) 
involve youngsters 12-14 years old." 
The drivers, he said, operate their 
machines on city streets and across 
private property, including residents' 
lawns. 


"There's far too many people buying 


far too many youngsters snowmobiles, 
at too young an age," he added, "and all 
they do is let them go." 


Algiers said he has: conferred with 


Waupaca County Judge Nathan Weise, 
who handles juvenile cases, and said 
the offenders will be referred to the 
court when they are caught. 


A more stringent ordinance could 


also come if the problems continue, he 
added. "If we continue having these 
kinds of problems, I arn seriously con- 
sidering asking the City Council to 
prohibit anyone under 16 years of age 
to operate a snowmobile in the city 
limits." 


Algiers said that area snowmobile 


clubs, including the local Mo Ski-Tow 
Valley Snowmobile Club, have offered 
their help to law enforcement agencies. 


"Some of the problems hurt the 


snowmobile clubs who are making a 
sincere effort to control these things," 
he said. 


The ordinance, which was passed last 


February, allows snowmobiling in Hat- 
ten, Riverside and Abraham Parks, the 
baseball field across from the senior 
high school, the Northside Industrial 
Park site and the former sanitary land- 


fill site. Snowmobile trails and loading 
spots have been designated and marked 
by the park board, and signs also tell 
operators where the machines are 
prohibited. 


The machines are also prohibited 


from operating on sidewalks and right 
of ways in the city, but may cross, a 
public right of way after coming to a 
complete stop. 


The ordinance also forbids the 


machines from 10:30 p.m. until 7 a.m., 
except when operators are going to or 
from their homes. 


The ordinance carries a maximum 


fine of $50 and thirty days in jail. The 
machines can also be impounded for up 
to 60 days.

DNR wants to issue waste discharge permits 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - The En- 


vironmental Protection Agency CEPA) 
has been asked to pive the Wisconsin 
Departmenl of Natural Resources 
interim authority to issue waste 
discharge permits under the new federal 
water pollution conirol law. 


The slale Board of Natural Resources 


made that request Friday and also asked 
that the DNR be given wider latitude in 
deciding how to prosecute polluters 
while procedures are worked out. 


The new law authorizes ihe EPA, 


while retaining velo power, to permit 
state agencies to issue permits if the 
stale's regulations meet the federal 
agency's standards. 


Dischargers were required under Ihe 


old law to provide equipmenl which 
would keep their discharge from 
reducing the quality of the water inlo 
which it went, while the new law is 
ai.ned al raising the quality of the 
effluent. 


Oliver Williams, assistant adminis- 


trator of Ihe stale Division of Environ- 
mental Protection, said fulfillment of 
ih? board's second request was needed 
to spell out ihe department's authority 
in extending deadlines for a few 
dischargers. 


The board approved a set of regulat- 


ions which a"? designed to force indus- 


trial dischargers to help pay the cost of 
monitoring air and water quality, des- 
pite a dispute over the definition of 
"person" in the rules. 


The rules include a register of toxic 


and hazardous substances along with a 
fee schedule ranging from $5 lo $10,000 
which would take effect if more lhan a 
designated minimum amount were 
discharged. Each "person" affected 
would also be required to pay a $50 
adminisirative fee. 


Harold Jordan] of Madison voted 


against adoption of the regulations 
because he said the definition of "per- 
son" would allow a company with 
several plants to pay a single fee. 


Richard Stream of Sturgeon Bay, 


chairman of the board's Environmental 
Quality Committee, said new legisla- 
tion was need to clarify the language, 
but waiting for this to be done before 
applying the rules would mean a delay 
of months. 


Board member John Polter of Wis- 


consin Rapids said that, if Ihe legislature 
acted, the more conservative interpret- 
ation would only be in use for one-half 
year at most. 


Separate air and water rules had been 


prepared, but they were combined for 
the convenience of persons who would 
have to do the reporting.

Unpublidzed new low set 
to free government data

WASHINGTON -A little known law 


enacted by the 92nd Congress and 
signed by President Nixon last month 
may lead to disclosure of many 
government secrets affecting 
con- 


sumers and bring the demise of some 
prestigious 
advisory 
committees 


operating behind the scenes. 


The legislation is called the Federal 


Advisory Committee Act. It grew out of 
rising 
concern 
in~ Congress " arid 


elsewhere about the number of highly 
influential 
committees, 
consisting 


mostly of business executives who 
stand to benefit from the decisions, in 
the innermost government sanctums. 


Ralph Nader helped to spotlight the 


situation two years ago when he point- 
ed out the network of business advisory 
committees working within the White 
House Office of Management and Bud- 
get (OMB). 


He said these groups, often working 


without even records or minutes of 
meetings, managed to exercise veto 
powers over requests of some agencies 


for approval of questionnaires to 
business firms. 


Nader said one of these hidden com- 


mittees had effectively blocked for 
seven years a proposed inventory of 
waste matter being dumped into the 
nation's waterways by firms, some of 
which were represented on the ad- 
visory committee passing on the issue 
for the OMB. 


Now, 
two years later, the proposed 


questionnaire is still collecting dust. Its 
new resting place is the National In- 
dustrial Pollution Control Council, 
another network of business executives 
working largely in secrecy. 


The council, which is financed by tax 


funds and works out of offices in the 
Commerce Department, has not been 
able to decide what to do with the 
proposed water pollution survey 


In fact, the council has not met since 


last February. A scheduled meeting for 
last June was suddenly cancelled after 
Nixon issued an executive 
order 


designed to open up meetings and 
records of such groups. 


Proponents of the law just signed by 


the President accused the White House 
ol issuing the executive older primarily 
in an attempt to head off the proposed 
legislation, which was stronger than 
the President's order. 


As a result ot the new law, such 


groups as the council may be phased 
out. One ol the aims of the statute is to 
reduce the number of advisory com- 
mittees. There are an estimated 3,000 in 
the federal bureaucracy 


But its mam purpose is to open up the 


workings of these panels When the 
new law takes effect on Jan. 6, advisory 
committees will have to keep verbatim 
transcripts of meetings, submit copies 
of all reports to the Library of Congress 
and make records of proceedings 
available for copying 


In addition, interested persons must 


be granted permission to attend meet- 
ings, appear before them or 
file 


statements, subject to "reasonable" 
rules governing such affairs

Edward A. Wiegner is Gov. Lucey's secretary of revenue and 


administrator of the tax laws of the state. He is also one of the 
most aggressive and innovative of the principal men the 
governor has chosen to run the key state agencies which under 
law he is entitled to control as a result of the modified "cabinet" 
system of state administration installed in Madison a few years 
ago. 


Secretary Wiegner does not confine his interests or his 


statements to his own agency, He has frequently spo'ken out in 
urgent terms about the defects of local government, although it 
is difficult to perceive how they can be construed to be within his 
realm of responsibility. Not long ago he attracted wide notice 
with the declaration — presumably with the approval of his chief 
— that if local governments cannot manage their money affairs 
more prudently and cautiously, the state will be obliged to 
intervene and to impose controls on them. He was speaking of 
the outlook for federal revenue shares in local treasuries, and 
Gov. Lucey's declared hope to funnel more state money into 
local budgets to assure that the upward curve of property 
taxation will be arrested. 


Plainly Mr. Wiegner feared that some mayors and aldermen 


would use some of the money windfalls for other than property 
tax replacement. Plainly he was annoyed at the prospect, so 
displeased, indeed, that he felt obliged to issue a public warning 
from his appointive office in the state capitol. 


Now the governor's man who moved from a college lecture 


podium to one of the most important of the managerial jobs in 
state affairs has presented his own biennial funding request. It 
has not had the attention that itprobably deserves in the context 
of his anxious recent public speaking. 


It asks for a muscular 25 per cent increase in his appropria- 


tions for the next two years. Some of the increases can be 
explained away as the cost of inflation. But the revenue 
department chief cannot use that explanation for the whole of 
the increase that is clearly beyond the permissible scope of his 
instructions from the governor, if Mr. Lucey's "austerity" stance 
has any meaning. As an example, his staff would be enlarged by 
about 161 persons, or a generous 15 per cent. 


He has explained, of course, that the cause is his plan to 


expand his services, including one that would take over from 
localities a substantial part of their historic task of property 
valuation. Thus the question is posed: is the enlargement of 
municipal services by mayors and aldermen under the 
immediate gaze of their local constituents, for purposes they 
regard as worthy and upon which they will stake their offices 
at the next elections, less defensibel than the enlargement by an 
exceptionally generous degree of Mr. Wiegner's little army in 
Madison, especially when he has no worries about standing for 
reelection?

Reading the constitution 


Our Madison news bureau relates that a cozy plan for an 


accommodation of the political difficulties of the state Senate 
Republican majority, and the desire of Lt. Gov. Martin Schreiber 
for a boost of his extremely modest salary, has come to naught. 


As originally reported by Tim Wyngaard of our Madison 


bureau, the Republican Senate leadership conceived the idea of 
luring Mr. Schreiber from the presiding officer's podium, thus to 
permit one of their own partisan persuasion to command the 
gavel and make the strategically important procedural rulings in 
the legislature's upper house. In return, they would devise a new 
law to make Mr. Schreiber ah actual rather than a supposed 
assistant state executive, thus to fatten somewhat the $7.500 
annual salary which is less than some employes of clerical rank 
in the state service establishment are being paid. 


But it now appears that the politically sapient Gov. Lucey has 


quickly apprehended the motivation of the maneuver and its 
planned consequences. Without his endorsement of whatever 
legislation would be put forward to execute this bi-partisan ploy, 
of course, the salary change could not be made. 


It will strike the reflective and moderately informed citizen, 


however, that this was a lost cause upon its inception, for a 
number of other reasons. The role of the lieutenant governor is 
set out in state constitutional law. and in terms as brief as they 
are unmistakable. 


He shall be president of the Senate, that basic law, superseding 


any statutory enactment, asserts succinctly. It is difficult to 
conceive how the legislature could, even if it tried, extend or 
otherwise modify that clear prescription of his regular duty and 
function The only other provision applying to the office names 
him as first in succession to the governorship in the event of the 
death or incapacitation of the governor, or temporarily, when 
the governor is absent from his office and outside the state. 


There is another rule in the constitutional code of the state, 


namely, that the compensation of an elected officer cannot be 
increased dunng the term of office for which he was elected. 
Conceivably, the legislature could arrange for Mr. Schreiber to 
be carried on two payrolls, one as Lieutenant Governor 
Schreiber and one as plain Martin Schreiber But the evasion 
would be so obvious as to be politically dangerous, and surely 
there would be a test in the courts of such circuitous self-serv- 
ing. Mr. Schreiber is the victim of the ambition that led him to 
run for the four year term at an admittedly absurd salary. But his 
teammate Mr. Lucey has made a realistic and necessary decision 
in his veto of an unworthy scheme when viewed from any 
direction.

MADISON — Ten years ago the public 


recording of a $24,000 expenditure by a can- 
didate tor the modest office ot state senator 
would have raised a public outcry. 


Twenty years ago the suggestion that an 


unsuccessful candidate for a nomination for a 
seat in the U. S. Congress could spend $75,000 
or more would have been denounced as 
fabrication. 


Today such reports, reflecting the filings of 


candidates victorious and defeated, have 
become items in the routine grist of political 
news and scarcely a grumble is heard in any 
quarter. An occasional loser is belatedly con- 
cerned about finding an excuse for the 
humiliation and disappointment and electoral 
rejection of his ambitions. 


In Milwaukee one of the leading members of 


the Assembly who showed a certain casualness 
about his obligations on reporting such matters 
earlier in the year, managed finally to file his 
concluding report on time. It showed the 
handsome total of over $13,000 spent. 


More than his pay 


His district is a small and compact downtown 


section. With a juvenile-size whistle, he could 
have made himself heard from border to border. 
But he is an ambitious man, and he ran scared, 
and somehow managed to gather in more 
money than he will be paid during the next year 
on the public payroll. 


Money has become an obsessive element in 


American politics everywhere, and it deeply 
concerns thoughtful citizens who had always 
assumed that their Wisconsin system was less 
cynical about such matters and, in any event, 
was subject to controls in the spirit of 
representative government and democratic 
elections. 


Gov. 
Patrick Lucey's campaign club today 


has in the bank, presumably earning interest, 
money that was raised a year ago for his 
probable 1974 re-election campaign. Other 
leading men including Sens. Proxmire and 
Nelson (Republicans cannot be cited here 
because they have not won those high offices 
lately) 
have 
trusted 
campaign 
agents 


squirreling away campaign fund deposits raised 
during the long intervals between their runs for 
six year terms. 


Republicans in this state today contemplat- 


ing high office candidacies two years hence, it 
can be asserted with utter confidence, are 
wondering more about where the money will be 
found than about any other pragmatic con- 
sideration. 


What is most dangerous is that the relation of 


money and politics and the possibility that 
excessive reliance upon finding it is weakening 
the idea of popular government are now out- 
side the realm of partisan debate. 


Liberals used to protest that they were 


handcuffed by the lack of money to compete for 
the voters' attention with their rivals. They 
have been silenced. They have learned that 


political money follows political power. If there 
is a Wisconsin difference in Republican and 
Democratic funding today, it is that the 
Democrats generally find it easier to raise what 
they want. 


Democrats are silent 


The silence of Democrats is especially 


suggestive here. On virtually every level of 
state politics, they have the advantage because 
they have the powerful advantage of incum- 
bency, which brings with it the opportunity to 
collect dollars for campaign financing more 
easily. 


Moreover, the reporting controls are more 


nominal than real. There are no .audits. What 
the candidate, or his agent, reports is accepted 
as compliance with the law — if he gets the 
document into the Capitol on time. 


There are elaborate fictions. "Voluntary" 


committees report expenditures, but the can- 
didate on whose behalf they are made can 
legally pretend he knows nothing about them. 


It is possible that a candidate in a competitive 


situation can devote a couple of months to 
traveling and beating the bushes for votes 
without spending even a dime? Reports say 
precisely that. They also say that the "volun- 
tary" expenditures are entirely outside his 
knowledge. 


The situation cries out for a reformer in the 


old Wisconsin mold. But he is nowhere to be 
seen. The politicians are on a treadmill. What- 
ever their private reflections and doubts, they 
are unable to escape, as they see it.

ILO study sees population crisis

GENEVA (AP) — A study by the 


International Labor Organization sug- 
gests that, if the population growth 
continues 
unchecked, 
rising 


unemployment, disease and illiteracy 
will foil international efforts to help 
developing nations. 


The study is based on estimates that 


at the present rate, the population of 
the less developed countries will rise to 
5 billion by the turn of the century. The 
survey predicted an increase of 457 
million workers, in the world labor 
force by 1985. 


The survey estimated that by 1985 


"between one half and two thirds of all 


new entrants to the labor force would 
require newly created openings." Other 
points made by the study included: 


— Education and training: attempts 


to expand facilities failed to keep pace 
with the number of children. Millions of 
youngsters never get any education. 
"Only half of the developing world's 
children receive any schooling what- 
ever after 11 or 12 years of age ... the 
number of illiterate adults in the world 
keeps growing by about four million a 
year... Dropouts swell the already 
glutted job market. Faced with this 
situation, ILO's worldwide vocational 
training programs are "just a drop of 
water in the ocean."

Alioto typifies 
Italian revival 


Italian-Americans are searching for a 


new symbol of group identity and a 
national political voice — and many 
believe they have now found it in San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto. 


Somewhere between 
four 
and 


twenty-one million Americans trace 
their ancestry to Italy, depending on 
whose statistics you accept. They are 
the largest of the white ethnic minority 
groups, and their votes are concentrat- 
ed in the Northern states with the large 
electoral blocs. 


Yet Italians have been slower than 


any other white ethnic group but the 
Polish to gain economic and political 
power. They have been unfairly tarred 
with the image of the Godfather. Al- 
most two-thirds of them hold only 
blue-collar jobs: the average Italian 
family in 19t$ earned the modest wage 
of $8,000 a year. There has never been 
an Italian President or Vice President: 
national political figures of Italian de- 
scent are rare 


Thirst for identity 


Like other white ethnic minorities, 


however, the Italians are experiencing 
a reawakened interest in their heritage 
and a new thirst for national identity. 


"It's chic to be Italian these days," 


Alioto observed jubilantly at a dinner 
given here last week by the Italian 
Executives 
of 
America. 
And 


increasingly it appears the most chic 
Italian of all is Alioto himself. 


Since he was cleared of criminal and 


civil charges last spring, Alioto has 
become the hottest item on the Italian 
American speaking circuit. Italian-lan- 
guage newspapers followed his legal 
troubles in great and sympathetic de- 
tail, and most have treated him as a 
hero and martyr ever since his vindica- 
tion. 


There are hundreds of Italian-orient- 


ed organizations in the country, and 
Alioto has been invited to appear before 
most of ihem. He has been presented 
"man 
of the year" awards by major 


Italian groups in Los Angeles, Mil- 


waukee, Chicago, Cleveland and De- 
troit. He has addressed Italian or- 
ganizations in more than twenty cities. 
He starred a few months ago in a one 
hour CBS documentary on Italian 
American culture. 


Alioto was introduced at the execu- 


tives' banquet as "the Italian-American 
most likely to succeed." After two 
terms as mayor, what he would like to 
succeed at next is the governorship of 
California. And after that, who knows? 
He was. after all, nearly Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey's running mate in 1968. 


Alioto is utilizing his popularity to 


build a loose alliance of Italian or- 
ganizations outside California to sup- 
port his campaign with money and 
volunteers. And it does not seem to 
bother his supporters that two of his 
potential rivals for the statehouse in 
two years are also Italian — Assembly 
Speaker Robert Moretts and Senate 
Majority Leader George Mosconi. 


"Ahoto's candidacy is important to 


all Italians because they identified 
vnth his fight to clear his name of those 
outrageous charges that he had lies 
with the Mafia." an Alioto enthusiast 
explains "Most Italians have suffered 
slurs associating them with the Mafia 
at one lime or other in their lives, and 
his victory was theirs " 


It took Alioto three years, but he 


survived not only the accusations of 
Look magazine that he was linked to 
the Mafia but a civil sun filed by the 
state of Washington and a bribery- 
indictment 
filed 
by the 
Federal 


Government In his second libel trial, 
Alioto won a unanimous jury derision 
that the Look article was substantially 
false and defamatory. And he was 
cleared in court of both the civil and 
criminal charges. 


Alioto's political career, which once 


seemed doomed by those problems, is 
off to a fresh start. And it is an asset 
that, as an Italian executives' official 
commented, "He speaks Italian very 
well for a born American." 


—Health: "The provision of adequate

population growth in itself will give rise 
to poverty and backwardness." 


But the survey said that the ILO was 


concerned that the present rate "is not 
only aggravating unemployment, but 
also slowing down — if not altogether 
wiping out in some cases — economic 
and social progress achieved through 
development efforts."

SAIGON (AP) - President Nguyen 


Van Thieu is planning to reorganize his 
administration and label it the "Na- 
tional Solidarity Government" in ef- 
forts to broaden his political base, of- 
ficial government sources said today. 


It is the latest in a number of moves 


Thieu is working on to gain a strong 
hand in a political struggle with the Viet 
Cong over the political shape of South 
Vietnam after an anticipated cease-fire. 


The sources said Thieu held consul- 


tations with both nationalist and 
moderate opposition political leaders in 
shaping the new government. 


A number of cabinet posts now held 


by Thieu cronies and military men loyal 
to him are being offered to political 
figures representing various parties and 
groups, the sources said. 


U.S. political observers have crit- 


icized Thieu in the past for not making 
such a move years ago. But now a 
transition from the battlefields to the 
political arena apparently has forced 
Thieu's hand. 


Thieu is expected to announce the 


reshuffle Tuesday when he appears 
before the National Assembly to ask for 
an extension of his six-months' special 
decree powers. 


The extension request is also another 


move designed to tighten Thieu's con- 
trol in areas already under Saigon rule. 


The six-months' special powers, in- 


voked to deal with North Vietnam's 
offensive across the demilitarized zone, 
expire Dec. 28. They give Thieu 
authority to sign any bill without 
legislative approval in matters dealing 
with national security, defense, 
economics and finance. 


In still another action to deal polit- 


ically with the Viet Cong, Thieu's main 
vehicle, the Democracy party, will be 
reorganized in the next two weeks. Its 
membership is expected to number 
about 180,000, with the eventual objec- 
tive of encompassing all nationalist and 
antiCommunist groups in South Viet- 
nam. 


Teamsters quit firm 
probing Watergate case 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Teamsters 


president Frank E. Fitzsimmons, after 
failing to get the union's law firm to hold 
back its pursuit of the Watergate bug- 
ging case, is moving Teamsters legal 
business to a firm which will soon 
include a top White House political 
operative. 


Sources familiar with the events say 


Fitzsimmons, one of President Nixon's 
closest labor supporters, expressed dis- 
satisfaction that the firm of lawyer 
Edward Bennett Williams was explor- 
ing the Watergate affair for the 
Democratic 
party. Fitzsimmons in- 


dicated he was partially reflecting 
White House displeasure, the sources 
said. 


The White House official involved is 


Charles W. Coison, counsel to the 
President. Coison hired and supervised 
one of the seven men indicted in the 
break-in at Democratic national 
headquarters in the Watergate building. 


He has said he will be leaving the 


White House soon and is to join a law 
firm with his past legal partner, Charles 
H. Morin. 


Morin confirmed Friday, with union 


authorization, that his firm was 
becoming the Teamsters' legal 
representative. Before an Associated 
Press story disclosed the move, Morin 
had said only that his firm had held 
"very, very preliminary" talks with the 
Teamsters. 


The Teamsters issued a statement 


Friday night also confirming the switch 
but denying that it was related to the 
Watergate case. 


"Fitzsimmons said it is absolutely 


untrue and ludicrous to suggest that the 
Teamsters changed law.firms because

not depend on Coison joining the firm.

Sanguine 
decision in 
2 years? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Assurances 


that no final decision would be made 
concerning Project Sanguine for at least 
two years were made by the Navy 
Friday at a meeting with Wisconsin 
officials. 


Rear Adm. Robert Kaufman, director 


of strategic submarines for the Navy, 
said Wisconsin was still viewed as a 
logical and prime candidate for the 
system, which would be used to com- 
municate with deep 
running sub- 


marines throughout the world. 


But Kaufman said there are also other 


possible sites for the project, which is 
now in the experimental stages. 


"The choice will not be made until 


after the phase of research and 
development is completed, a couple of 
years from now at a minimum," he said. 


The meeting requested by Wisconsin 


Gov. 
Patrick Lucey was held in the 


office of Sen. Gaylord Nelson and at- 
tended by both of them and Rep. David 
Obey, whose 7th District includes the 
Wisconsin site under consideration for 
the project. 


The governor said he had told the 


Navy of what he described as "the 
broadly held feeling of general resis- 
tance to the idea" in Wisconsin. 


The Navy assured him, Lucey said, 


that no action would be taken which 
would damage the area from an en- 
vironmental, recreational or mineral 
development standpoint. 


But the governor said he had learned 


that the Navy had buried 17 miles of 
cable in Wisconsin in order to conduct 
tests of the system. 


The Navy had estimated at one time it 


would need 150 square miles for the 
project, it would cost more than $1 
billion and it could only be constructed 
in northern Wisconsin because of its 
low conductive rock formation. 


But the Navy said Friday that only 55 


square miles would be needed—and 
even that area would still be available 
for other uses. And it said the project 
would cost between $100 million and 
S300 million. 


Lucey said research has shown that 


the project could be built in a number of 
other states and that it might even be 
fragmented and built in more than one 
location. 


There are serious questions about 


whether it will ever be deployed," the 
governor added.

surface. They also checked the moon 
lander's switches and instruments and 
told Mission Control all were operating 
properly.

As a play, "Oh! Calcutta!" was 


widely criticized not for its abun- 
dance of total nudity but rather for 
it being a crashing bore. As a movie, 
"Oh! Calcutta!" (now playing at the 
Marc 1, Appleton, and Time, 
Oshkosh) can be scored for its in- 
consistencies. 


Frankly, it's a film of ups and 


downs. It starts incredibly slowly 
and, during the first two-thirds, 
nearly puts the audience to sleep. 
Several people walked out midway 
through on the night I attended. 


Unfortunately for them, they 


missed a couple of excellent 
sequences near the end, notably a 
modern dance by two nudes — one 
male and one female. The dance 
was quite sexual in movements and 
was performed beautifully by at- 
tractive, athletic young performers. 
It gave ammunition to the growing 
school of thought that dancing and 
diving are two fields of endeavor 
which should be pertormed au na- 
turel, because both depend so 
greatly on the line of the body, 
which is interrupted by clothing. 


For those unfamiliar with "Oh! 


Calcutta!", it was the brainstorm of 
Kenneth 
Tynan, 
the 
British 


author-critic. He commissioned a 
group of writers to author short 
skits based on the idea they would 
be performed 
naked. Among 


others, John Lennon, Jules Feiffer 
and 
Sam 
Shepard (the now 


deceased osteopath) participated. 
The experiment bore no important 
theatrical fruits, unless padding 
Tynan's pocketbook enriches the 
arts. 


What is the movie worth? Ac- 


tually, not much. It's not for those 
shocked by nudity (obviously) or 
by gamy language or by racy sexual 
situations. Even those not offended 
by the subjects may find it an 
unrewarding couple of hours. Yet, 
it's a sure bet that many will attend, 
even if a minority leave really sa- 
tisfied. Curiosity of most is too 
great to pass it by. 


The film probably is better than 


the play, merely because director 
Jacques Levy is able to use trick 
photography and an outside seg- 
ment to break up the monotony. To 
be sure, there is a fair amount of 
laughs and some of the writing is 
bluntly clever, but for me, most of it 
seemed forced, unnatural and ob- 
vious. Thank heavens for the 
dance.
